hostilo race. Between them ancient 
jealousies and bickerings have never 
become extinct 
Tho position of tho 


state would have been precisely that of 
Texas, should she attempt to maintain 
an independent existence between the 
United States and Mexico. 


About one-third ol the population of 


Eio Grande Do Sul is of German de- 
scent, of whom perhaps 12,000 have not 
yet been naturalized as Brazilian citi- 
zens. 
A gentleman thoroughly ac- 


quainted with tho German population 
says that among them the national 
feeling Is much stronger than state at- 
tachments, and that they are entirely 
Brazilian in their sentiments and aspir- 
ations. 


The foregoing reasons would lead to 


the conclusion that no secession move- 
ment can bo permanently successful 
in Uio Cirande Do Kill.

Sensational Reports ol Revolution 111 


Brazil Denied. 


WASHING TON, Nov. 13 —A copy ol the 


cablegram received by Minister .Men- 
donca ol lirtull denying the sensationa" 
reports ol revolution in that country 
was furnished Secretary Elaine yester 
day by the minister with the explana 
tion that it was sent by Senor Choi- 
mont, the Brazilian minister of foreign 
relations, to the ministers of Brazil in 
all European countries and the Unite 
States. The officials at the legatioi 
here are of the opinion that the exag 
gerated reports of Brazilian troubli 
published in English newspapers hav 
been sent from Brazil to influence th 
stock market. 


Important dispatches have been re- 


ceived here to-day, in spite of the strict 
censorship observed by the dictator's 
orders over nil telegraph and cable of- 
fices. It is tme that these messages 
have been ol the briefest nature and 
in 
cipher, purposely 
distorted and 


changed to deceive the censors; but 
enough is known for it to be stated 
that according to these dispatches, civil 
war is raging in Brazil; that two or 
more provinces have declared their in- 
dependence; that an engagement has 
been fought between the troops adher- 
ing to the dictator and the forces of 
those opposing his power, and that the 
latter have wounded and captured at 
least one general officer, Gen. Ferna- 
doz. From this it is judged that Da 
Fonscea's troops have been defeated, 
and that more serious conflicts may be 
looked forward to, as the dictator has 
openly announced 1m intention of put- 
ting down n'hat he terms as the "re- 
bellion" by all the measures in hia 
power 


The first dispatch received yesterdaj 


morning s.i'ul that a force of 4,000 Bra- 
zilian troops of the garrison had re- 
volted, and it WHS naturally inferred 
that it wjs arevolt-iupou the part of 
tlie garrison at Kio Janeiro. Such, 
however, d >es not now seem to have 
been the case, for n later message had 
it that tlie troops forming the garrisons 
of sevcial Brazilian towns had revolted 
and that in all -1,000 men Imd risen 
against the dictator. 


In addition, tho revolt in tho province 


of Eio Grande do Snl is spreading so 
rapidly that a large body of well-armed 
citizens will be ready in a very few 
days to take the Held in defense of the 
territory which they have declaied n 
free state. Their leaders are gathering 
arms, ammunition and men at various 
points, aud provisions are being pro- 
vided, on all sides, by voluntary contri% 
buttons or upon payment in notes in- 
dorsed by the revolutionary leaders. 
In view of tlie fact that some of the 
dictator's war .sl.ips are expected to 
take a hand in tho struggle preparing 


the revolted province referred to,

On September 32 "Cherry 


Eipe's" mother applied to Magistrate 
Denman, 
at the Wadsworth police 


court, for assistance in finding her 
daughter. Mrs. Barrett said that, dur- 
ing the afternoon of the day previous 
to tho young girl's disappearance a 
neighbor beard screams in the house 
and saw "Cherry Ripe" rush out of 
doors, pursued by a man. 
Since that 


time the beautiful model has not been 
heard of. 


And now comes the strangest part ol 


the affair. 
A story possibly even un- 


true, is in circulation to the effect that 
the girl has be* abducted and taken 
to the United States. It is even added 
that the New York police have been 
asked to investigate come clews which 
recently came into the possession oi 
the police. 


The murder theory has also been ad-

cal works ot Alfred Tennyson,

Knieper opened the entertainment by an 
admirable rendition ot the song, "Sweet 
and Low."

proceeded to read, from manuscript, a 
oharmiQg aod scholarly disquisition on 
the subject of the evening. Poetry, she 
said, is HS undefinable RS ths atmosphere. 
Of a number oC attempted definitions 
the nearest to accuracy is, ".Poetry is 
truth in form of purest beauty," Poets 
ore not sudden products, but great re- 
sults. Sketching rapidly the character 
istics ol Dante, Milton, Pope, Words- 
worth, Shelley, Keats and Browning, we 
come, al last, to Tennyson, the master 
pooc of the day. In Tennyson there is 
always an ethical intent, while the musi- 
cal rhythm is never lost in his utterances 
He was master of English poetic form and 
master of thought. 
Tha Victorian reign 


ushered 
ia 
the scientific school of 


thought, among whose disciples were Ui8 
chosen comrades ot the great post. Em- 
bodying the brondor miudec] theories in 
his writings, they were, at first,cold!) re- 
ceived by the critics, and his first volume 
was received with little encouragement, 
Edgar A. Poe was onu of the fow who 
appreciated the poetic genius of ovon his 
flrst efforts. 


The lecturer read selections from many 


of Tennyson's poerafl, but said that his 
reputation rested greatly on "Idyls o' tl e 
King" and "In Memonam." As a dra- 
matic poet his figures are lifelike, 
ho 


did not live among men enough to study 
character. Hence his dramatic charac- 
ters, while dreamlike iiiid pleasing, are 
not successful in drama. Yet Tennyson 
B our most perfect lyrical poet. 


At the close of the addrcee D. L. Bnna 


sang "Ring Out, Wild Bells," Miss Edna 
Sunn accompanying him. 


After the exercises of the evening were 


conoladed a reception was held and many 
present were introduced to Mrs. Wooley.

The other six wero 
overcome and fell before they reached 
the shaft. 
The fire department was 


called out and reached thesceae prompt- 
ly, and after considerable delay turned a 
stream on the fire. About 13.15 o'clock 
four of ths men nearest the thaCL were 
rescued in an unconscious condition and 
brought to the surface. There was st'll 
life in tham, however, and efforts ut re- 
suscitation were promptly resorted to 
and eiTorta to recovei the other two were 
pushed with vigor. It is feared they will 
die before they can be found.
